BILL T0 INCREASE DRY ACT 
PENALTIES BEFORE SENATE 


Measure Brow Gsbe for Fines Un to $10,000 and 
Maximum Term of Five Years—Backed 
by Mrs. Willebrandt.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. — Pre- 

» ferred status on the Senate calen- 
dar has been given by the Repub- 
lican Steering Committee to a biil 
drastically increasing the max- 
imum penalties under the Volstead 
act, and it was taken under con- 
sideration by the Senate this aft- 

ernoon, 

The bill was introduced by Sen- 
ator Jones,. (Rep.), Washington, 
whip of the Senate and a dry 
leader, and it has been favorably 
reported by the Judi¢iary Commit- 
tee, it has been indorsed by Mrs. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, § as 
the Attorney-General in charge of 
prohibition cases; by Commissioner 


+Doran of the Prohibition Bureau, 


and by the Anti-Saloon League 
and other dry organizations. 

If the bill is passed. it will be 
possible for Judges in criminal 
cases pnder the dry laws to assess 
a fine ranging as high as $10,000 
or a prison sentence of not more 
than five years, or both. These 
penalties could be given for “‘each 
offense,’ which means the first as 
well as the subsequent offense. 

Maximum Now Is $1000. 

As the law now stands, the 
maximum punishment for a first 
offense for the illegal manufacture 
or sale of liquor is a fine of $1000, 
or imprisonment for not more 
than six months. In cases aside

from those involving manufacture 
and sale, the penalty for a first 
offense is a fine of not more than 
$500. 

“These penalties,’ said the Ju- 
diciary Conmittee in reporting the 
“are adequate where the 
commercial element is not present, 
but they are absolutely inadequate‘ 
when applied to professional boot- 
leggers and other large-scale op- 
erators. The amendment should 
not operate harshly upon the cas- 
ual violator.”’ 

Mrs. Willebrandt told the Com- 
mittee that her experience had con- 


vinced her of the need for higher | 


‘penalties. 
Prosecutions on Other Laws. 
“As a result of the inadequacy 


“of the penalty which the Volstead 


act provides,” she said, “prosecu- 
tors have been led to resort. to 
prosecutions under other laws 
whenever they could. They have 
resorted to the old internal reve- 
nue laws relating to the evasion of 
various kinds of liquor taxés, and 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States has upheld the use of these 
old laws. 

“The other statute that they 
have popularly resorted to for 
‘grave, widespread violations of the 
liquor laws is the conspiracy stat- 
ute, section 37 of the penal code. 
In my estimation, section 37 has 
been strained beyond all reach in 
grounding liquor law prosecutions 
under it.”

Missile Removed From Beneath 
Scalp; Doctor Discovered It In

A bullet which had lain against 
his skull underneath the scalp for 
22 years, although he did not know 
it was removed today from the 
head of William Stewart, 41 years

Alvin Misker Who Pleaded

Mayor Marshall McCormack 
Chief of Police John Stamm and 
Himer McCormack, policemen and 
brother of the Mayor, all of Her- 


vin, IIL, testified in their own de- 
fense today in Federal Court at 
East St. Louis ,denying charges of 
conspiracy to violate the national 
prohibition law. 

The defense rested at 4 p. m. 
after offering but few witnesses be- 
sides the defendants. Alvin Mis- 
ker, water superintendent, orig- 
inally named as co-defendant, had 
turned Goverfunent witness dur- 
ing the morning session and testi- 
tied against the Mayor. 

McCormack entered specific de- 
nials ofetlie Government’s charges 
that he had taken protection bribes 
from bootleggers and associated 
with Birger gangsters, denying that 
he was acquainted with Charlie 
Birger and his men during the 
years of the alleged offenses, 1926 
and 1927. 

He declared that he had forced 
the resignation of George Griffith, 
former Chief of Police and a Gov- 
ernment witness, when he learned 
that Griffith was taking bribes 
from bootleggers and salooakeep- 
ers, 

Former U. 8S. Deputy Marshal. 

Wuestioned about his career, Mc- 
Cormack said he was 35 ycoars old 
and had been in turn a coal miner, 
a United States Deputy Marshall, 
uw member of the Ku Klux Kian 
and a grocer and now was serving 

his second term: as Mayor at a 
salary of $100 a month. 

In 1927. he testified, he closed 
his grocery store and returned to 
the niines, but was unable, under 
<ross-exainination, to give dates on 
which he worked as a miner.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The 
first year’s service of the new 
navy aircraft carriers Lexington 


and Saratoga, has revealed such a 
tremendous cost of upkeep that the 
Government plans to take them out 
of commission as soon as they can 
be replaced with newer ships, 
which means thut one of them 
Pprobably will be withdrawn from 
service two years hence. 

The existence of this astonishing 
situation, recently hinted at during 
a debate in the House, was con- 
firmed today by Representative 
Burton L. French, chairman of the 
House subcommittee which handles 
all naval appropriations and also 
by the Navy Department. 

The Lexington and Saratoga 
were the costliest ships ever built 
for the United States navy. They* 
were put in commission in Novent- | 
ber, 1927, and the construction 
cost of each was approximately 
$43,000,000. Their useful life was 
estimated then to be in the neigh- 
borhood of 20 years. During re- 
cent hearings on naval supply bills, 
members of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee were shocked to 
learn that the cost of operating 
each carrier would be more than 
$2,500,000 a year. This is nearly 
twice the cost of operating a first- 
class batileship and more than 
three times the cost of operating a 
cruiser. 

The eonstruction of another air- 
craft carrier is authorized in the 
cruiser bill which became a law 

‘ith President Coolidge’s signature 
‘asterday. This carrier is expect- 

be ready for service in about 
fears and the plan, French 
. is to take the Lexington out 
of commission a8 soon as the new 
carrier is completed, Meanwhile, 
the naval program contemplates 
the authofization of four additional 
carriers, probably at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, and as*soon as 
one of these is finishee . it is 
planned to withdraw the Saratoga. 
Why the Lexington and Saratoga 
have turned out to be the biggest 
white elephants in American naval 
history has not been made wholly 
clear but the fact that they were 
Originally designed for another 
purpose appears to be largely re- 
sponsible.

The first time I saw her was) 
when she came to New York to! 
make her American debut under | 
the management of Abbey and 
Schoefield at the Parke Theater. 
She had long been the toast of 
London drawing rooms. She had 
received recognition on the English 
stage and América was agog oyer 
her coming. |

I was stage manager of the Mad- | 
ison Square Theater then, and I 
invited her to come and see our 
double stage—an innovation § in 
those days. We were all dressed 
in our Tuxedos. with fast-beating,. 
hearts under our white shirts, wait- 
ing for her on the stage when she 
arrived. 

Her Bearing Impresses. 

She was the most exquisite thing 
{f ever saw. Soft, wavy chestaut 
hair knotted in a 
of her ck, eyes of deep dark 
blue and a beautiful mouth. Her 
skin was flawless; she needed no 
cosmetics, and she never used any. 

It was her bearing that was her 
most distinctive quality. She 
moved like a queen and carried 
herself with as mueh grace and 
distinction. Her dress was simple 
as always, but of the richest ma- 
terial, and she wore few jewels. 

We showed her about the thea- 
ter, holding candles high above our 
heads lest she trip in the dim light. 
and when the reception was over I. 
escorted her back to her hotel. It 
was there that I caught the first 
glimpse of the fire that was hidden 
under that seemingly impdssive 
exterior of hers. 

Scarcely had we arriveu at the 
hotel when we received word that 
the Parke Theater where she ex- 
pected to make her debut was on 
fire. We rushed to the windows, 
stood there and watched it burn. 
I saw Miss Lily, as we always 
called her, clench her hands and 
wipe the tears from her eyes as 
she saw the theater where she had 
hoped to achieve a triumph within 
a few days become a smok.ng ruin. 

“We'll Try Again.” 

“Well,” she said, “we'll try again 
some other way.” 

In time she made her debut at 
another thehter and naturally she 
was received witl applause and 
acclaim. But she realized it was 
a tribute to her beauty and the 
fame she had already acquired 
and she hated it. Therein lay the 
seed of her first great unhappiness. 

I must say this for Lily Langtry 
—she wanted with all her heart to 
be a great actress. Her experience 
on the stage was no idie excursion 
for a new adventure. 

She had already tasted the rich- 
est cream of social success that tPe 
world could offer.

She Lnvied Bernhardt.

I have seen her 
room, surrounded by-a watchful 
crowd, extending her hand gra- 
ciously to be kissed; nodding her 
head with dignity in recognition 
of a greeting until they were all 
tone. Then she would jump up 
from her chair, pick up her skirts, 
ard cry, “thank God, that’s over 
for a while. Now let's play.” And 
then. would follow an hour of 
music and laughter and chatter 
that the watchers of an hour ago 
v.ould not have believed possible. 

Returned td America. 


She returned to America for a 
number of theatrical engagements 
during her career,-for she persisted 
in her stage work although she

never reached the heights she 
hoped to attain. Always she was 
royally and enthusiastically §re- 
ceived, but she lived more and 


more alone and the ‘latter years 
were not happy ones. 

Her estrangement from her 
daughter, whom she loved deeply, 
was largely responsible for her sad- 
ness. After her daughter's mar 
riage a misunderstanding arose 
and Lily Langtry was cut off from 
all contact with her. 

I was sitting in her living room 
with her one evening during her 
last visit to America when she 
leaned forward suddenly and 
clenched her hand over her heart 

“If the world could see the tur 
moil going on here.” she said, “'! 
would be startled beyond words 
I have lost ny daughter, the only 
thing that ts dear to me. My 
beauty, which was all the world 
ever saw in me, ts going. My life 
is sad indeed.” 

Shortly atterward she returned 
to England, married Lord de 
Bathe and stepped out of the spot- 
light of publicity. Today she lies 
dead in Monte Carlo.

It is well a true record has been 
compiled while many of the actors 
in the hectic drama still survive, 
and Mr. Glasscock has compe- 
tently g@ccomplished the task. 

Chris Evans, Vermont-born, as- 
sayed qualities more a-xsociated 
with a hardy pioneer than a con- 
genital law breaker. An itinerant 
farm laborer, he restlessly sought 
a site whereon by his own labor 
he could provide a home for a 
growing family. Such iand he 
found in the fertile San Joaquin 
valiey and after much bad luck 
and hard work finally brought it 
to cultivation.

PARIS, Feb. 14. 

Eb streets of Paris are a poem 

of tone. The gad, the gay, the 

ancient and the modern supply 

melodies to the symphonic whoie. 

At dawn there was a thin piping 

voice that might have come from 

the quiet, green hillg of Provence 

instead of the gray cobblestoned 
plaza of Place Vendome. 

And through a baleony window 
one saw a goatherd with a dozen 
black and white goats rounding 
into rue des Petit Champs.

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MAYOR DEFENDED 
AND ATTACKED IN 
RADIO SPEECHES 


His Great Achievement Is 
Building Southern’ Ap- 
proach to Free Bridge, 
Muench Asserts. 


{ Nadio listeners last night heard 
two speeches in the mayoralty 
campaign, the first made by City 
Counselor Muench tn behalf of 
Mayor Miller, over station KMOX, 
and the second by Circuf Judge 
Hamilton for former Mayor Kiel, 
by KWK. 

Muench, in arguing against a 
change in administration, said the 
re-installation of Kiel would prob- 
ably mean “that the courthouse 
would remain unfinished and only 
partly used, as the Free Bridge has 
been; we world probably have the 
‘Welcome’ sign back over the Mar- 
ket street City Hall entrance, and 
the lunch stand back beside the 
grand staircase. The present ar- 
rangement,” he continued, “under 
which the Mayor looks after ‘the 
city’s business affairs, while the 
former Mayor continues to lend 
himself to drives and various forms 
of entertainment, is ideal and 
should not be disturbed.” 

The City Counselor told of the 
work of his office in relation to 
municipal revenue, and to the rates 
paid by the public for utility serv- 
ice. “There, has -never been a 
time,”’ he said. “when I have had 
occasion to discuss any municipal 
problem with the head of the ad- 
ministration, when his. reactions 
were not those of an honest and 
public-spirited official, and an of- 
ficial with a sound business head 
on him.” 

Explains Rise in Taxes. 

The Mayor, he declared, is not 
responsible for the tax rate. “Jt 
is evident that when we have an 
annual increase of about $285.000 
yan firemen’s pay, $1,000,000 in po- 
lice pay, $1,500,000 in interest on 
the $38,000,000 of new improve- 
{ment bonds already issued, and 
have had to pay over $2,500,000 in 
three years, out Of current revenue, 
for new public buildings and equip- 
ment, the tax rate was bound to go 
up.” 

Fe said the outstanding achieve- 
ment of Mayor Miller’s adm{nistra- 
tion was the construction of the 
Municipal Bridge southern ap- 
proach, after the Mayor had ob- 
tained the agreement of two roads 
to use the bridge. He mentioned 
also the Delmar viaduct construc- 
tion, the progress toward building 
an airport, aid given to the Ter- 
minal Association in improving its 
yard facilities, and the vacating of 
streets and alleys to make possible 
the entrance of the Santa Fe rail- 
road system to St. Louis. 

Courthouse Deficit. 

Judge Hamilton, in his speech 
for Kiel, described the reorganiz- 
ing of the city government by 
Mayor Kiel under the 1914 char- 
ter, adopted in the first of Kiel’s 
three administrations. The voting 
of the $87,000,000 bond issue in 
1923, he said, was a tribute of con- 
fidence to the Mayor, then in his 
third term. The speaker told of 
the accession of Mayor Miller, in 
1925, “under the most propitious 
conditions that ever existed in 8t. 
Louis.”’ 

In the task of building the new 
Courthouse, Judge Hamilton said, 
the Circuit Judges advised with 
the city authorities. “The Judges 
urged,” he said, “that whatever 
plans were adopted should be with- 
in the amount authorized for erec- 
tion of the courthouse. The mu- 
nicipal authorities gave them nu- 
merous assurances that all their 
contracts and dealings would be 
governed by that policy. 

“Not until a few months azo 
was it finally admitted that the 
courthouse could not be completed 
with the available funds. When it 
became apparent that an addition- 
al bond issue would be required to 
complete the building. I am in- 
formed that one of the city offi- 
cials in cMarge of the construction 
decided that all the money avail- 
able should be used to install those 
features which provide for the 
beautification of the building. 
They insisted upon expending the 
diminishing funds for carving 
meaningless inscriptions on the 
building, to the sacrifice of the 
necessary furnishings thereof. They 
insisted upon surrounding the great 
columns in the first floor lobby 
with expensive ornamental mar- 
ble. at the sacrifice of the steps. 
which would afford ingress and 
egress from the building. 

“Monument to Folly.” 

“They assumed the attitude that 
they would erect a monument 
first, and a courthouse afterwards. 
Monument indeed it is! And I In- 
vite every citizen to inspect it as jt 
now stands,. without steps, without 
connections necessary for heating 
it in winter, with not a bench for 
the Judge, a table for counsel, or 
chaits for the jury and witnesses— 
a structure of absolutely no utility 
and impossible of use for the pur- 
pose designed. Thus it stands, all 
of the money provided for its erec- 
tion expended, a monument, in- 
deed, of trust betrayed and con- 
fidence violated; a monument of 
administrative folly: ani ineffclen- 


ey.

ENTER piay has become less 

important since defensive 

knowledge is common. How- 
ever, it is essential that a team 
get possession of the ball on de- 
fense. The value of center play 
is about four baskets a game. 

The principles of center piay 
are as follows: They must hare 
offensive and defensive balance; 
they must conferm to the p‘an 
of attack; they must shave 
enough plays to meet any kind 
of defense; they must have sig- 
nals. 

In my opinion, the balanced 
formation is the best on center 
piays. Intricate plays will very 
seldom work. Intricate plays 
are ones which require four or 
five passes to complete. The 
players must remember never to 
give signals away by movements. 

As for signals in center play, 
they can be given by any mem- 
ber of the team. They may in- 
clude hand signals, feet signals, 
calling a number, combining the 
above. etc.

HELD FOR DEATH OF WOMAN 
IN ALLEGED CULT DEATH PACT 


Vancouver (B. C.) Man Told Fel- 
low-Prisoner He Had Tried to 
Kill Himself Also. 

By the Associated Press. 

VANCOUVE ER, B. C., Feb. 14.—A 
story of a*death pact between two 
students of a “science cult” has 
been given to authorities in ex- 
planation of the killing of Pear! 
Baglole, 28-year-old art teacher. 
But aCoroner’s jury today decided 
that Denis W. Barclay, whro failed 
to complete the so-called agree- 
ment, was guilty of the slaying. 

Andrew Simpson, a fellow-pris- 
oner with Barclay in the city jail, 
told the Coroner’s jury that Bar- 
clay had said the “whole thing” 
had been prearranged, that he was 
to kil] Miss Baglole and then kili 
himself. Simpson said Barclay ex- 
plained he had tried to hang him- 
self after the slaying, but was in- 
terfered with, and when he decided 
to drown himself “he found he had 
not time.” Miss Baglole’s body was 
found in an apartment house early 
Monday. 

Barclay was charged with the 
killing and held for a sanity exam- 
ination, after the inquest, where 
Sydney Lebell, connected with an 
“absolute science cult” in which the 
couple was interested, had testified. 

A Coroner’s physician testified 
that Miss Baglole’s death was due 
to asphyxiation resulting from 
strangulation. There was evidence 
of a struggle, he said. 


NATIONAL SHOE RETAILERS 
TO MEET IN ST. LOUIS IN 1930 


Style Show Will Be Held in Con- 
junction With Convention; 15,- 
000 Delegates to Attend. 

The annual convention of the

And now Mrs, George Geilhorn, 
State president of the League of 
Women Voters, which organization 
is the chief spénsor of the jury 
service bill, answers some of the 
more popular objections that have 
been made to the bill. 

“Women do not crave fury serv- 
ice, but want it as their duty,” she 
explains. “Men drafted for mili- 


tary service are not asked whether | 


it is convenient or agreeable to 
them. Persons conscripted for this 
much safer, better paid and easier 
branch of civil service, and chosen 
only for brief periods and that only 
infrequently, shuld 
render the service. 

“Women have no time to serve, 
it is contended. How much time 
does it take? In proportion to the 
entire population the number of 
jurors drafted is extremely small. 
Opening jury service to wonten 
would afford an increased number 
to draw upon. It would halve the 
responsibility of men and women 
for jury service. 

“To many women jury service, 
we bel‘eve, would be an education- 
ai and interesting diversion from 
the monotonous routine of house- 
work.

THE PREVENTION OF COLDS 


0 N this subject science speaks| accurate and checked they are just

“At the present time the only 
prophylaxis against the cuon..ivon 
cold is the avoidance of contact 
with infected individuals, avoid- 
ance of exposure and the muin- 
tenance of good health and resist- 
ance. (;argies, sprays and other 
local applications are of littie value 
in prevention. Vaccines have been 
demonstrated by Park, Jordan. 
Dochez and others to be of no 
value, These investigators have 
made carefully. controlied studies 
in large groups of § individuals. 
While it does not seem practically 
possible to keep adults from ex- 
posure to infection with the com- 
mon cold, it is possible to keep 
infected individuals away from in- 
fants and children. Children must 
be ~rotected from colds as from 
all other infectious diseases. Only 
then shall we be able to reduce 
the morbidity of the common 
cold.” 

Three possible means of preven- 
tion it will be 
tioned by Dr. Peterman. 
one—the avoidance of infected in- 
dividuals—does he give his ap- 
proval. Colds are contagious then, 
according to science. But science, 
you must remember, is not a sep- 
arate kind of thinking; science is 
only accurate observation, and 
logical experimentation.

So much for the 
first theory we had: but it. has 
been found since that the injec- 
of any vaccine, in fact any 
protein, will cause the 
immunity in the 
body to many diseases, probably 
all diseases. Thus there! may be 
some scientific justification for the 
belief many patients hold that the 
use of cold vaccines does reduce | 
the severity and number of their 
colds. .
